An old mill dam in the village of Morrill
forms Smiths Mill Pond. This is a
shallow, weedy flowage surrounded by
farmland, woodland, and marsh. An
unimproved landing suitable for launching
canoes and small boats is located at the
outlet near Route 131.

Smiths Mill Pond is well suited for
warmwater fish management. Largemouth
bass were recently introduced by
Department biologists. Chain pickerel are
also present and provide summer and
winter fishing opportunity.

Anglers are urged to assist the
Department in evaluating the recent bass
introduction by reporting their catches
